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‘COLD-BLOODED’ 
MURDER PLOT 

Businessman hired assassin 
to execute disabled ex-wife

A struggling businessman who 
hired a hitman to murder his 
disabled ex-wife so he could in¬ 
herit the former marital home 
has been jailed for life. 

Graham Birchwood, known locally 
as George, was jailed on Tuesday for 
32 years for plotting the murder of 
his ex-wife, 52-year-old Sharon, who 
was found strangled in her bedroom 
in Harriots Lane, Ashtead, in De¬ 
cember 2007. 

Birchwood, 55, who had been di¬ 
vorced from his wife for 20 years, 
was still the sole beneficiary of her 
will and stood to gain £400,000 from 
the sale of her house and £75,000 
from a life insurance policy. 

Croydon Crown Court heard that 
Birchwood, of Stevens Close, 
Epsom, who was £150,000 in debt, 
hired a hitman to carry out the mur¬ 
der while he prepared an alibi. 

The court heard that DNA belong¬ 
ing to Birchwood’s business associ¬ 
ate, Paul Cryne, 61, was found in 
Sharon’s bedroom. 

Surrey Police have launched extra¬ 
dition proceedings against Mr 
Cryne, a former lifeguard, who had 
flown in from Thailand, where he 
now lives, a few days before Sharon 
was killed. 

Myalgic Encephalopathy (ME) suf¬ 
ferer Sharon was found by 
paramedics in her bedroom, fully 
clothed at 1pm on Friday, December 
7, 2007. 

She had been trussed up, bound 
and gagged with parcel tape and 
electrical wire. Her ankles had been 
tied and there was tape around her 
neck and head, Croydon Crown 
Court was told. 

The electrical cord had been re¬ 
peatedly wound around her head 
and a small metal handle had been 


used, it appears, to act as a tourni¬ 
quet. 

The ligature around her neck and 
the gagging of her mouth had 
caused asphyxia. 

Judge Warwick McKinnon told 
Birchwood: “This was carefully 
planned in the most dreadful cir¬ 
cumstances. Clearly you are a very 
dangerous man who all along has 
tried to evade his responsibility. You 
have shown no remorse whatsoever 
and there are no mitigating features. 

“This was a murder committed 
with the expectation of gain.” 

Judge McKinnon said there was a 
significant degree of planning and 
premeditation involved in bringing 
a man from Thailand. 

He said: “There was also an ap¬ 
palling breach of trust. Sharon her¬ 


self was vulnerable and severely de¬ 
bilitated. 

“This was in effect a cold-blooded 
execution of a frail and vulnerable 
woman in her own home, for finan¬ 
cial gain” 

Birchwood smiled at his friends 
and relatives as he was taken from 
the dock. 

Judge McKinnon also commended 
DCI Maria Woodall and her team of 
detectives. He said: “It was an inves¬ 
tigation involving an enormous 
amount of work. I formally com¬ 
mend DCI Woodall and her team for 
an intelligent, diligent, industrious 
and painstaking investigation.”

Expat facing extradition 
over Birchwood murder 


Police are trying to extradite 
Paul Cryne, a 58-year-old for¬ 
mer lifeguard from Thailand 
whose DNA was found at the 
crime scene and who was 
named in court as an associate 
of Birchwood. 

Mr Cryne, swimming coach, 
nurse and businessman will 
face an extradition hearing to 
face charges for the murder of 
Mrs Birchwood. 

He is currently in custody in a 
Thai jail waiting to hear if 
he will be re-tried on charges 
of murdering another Brit in 
Thailand in 2003. 

Thai authorities are currently 
trying to appeal against his ac¬ 
quittal for the murder of Welsh 
skydiving instructor Robert 
Henry. 

Cryne was charged in 2005

with the murder of Mr Henry, a 
businessman, bar owner and 
boxing promoter from Coven¬ 
try, whose bullet-ridden body 
was found in a canal outside 
Pattaya in October 2003. The 42- 
year-old had been shot six times 
in the back of the head. 

Henry ran a company, Siam 
Air Sport, and the Skydive Bar. 

Mr Cryne was acquitted of 
the killing after several prose¬ 
cution witnesses failed to ap¬ 
pear to give testimony at his 
two-week trial. 

On the last day the prosecutor 
himself failed to appear. 

Mr Cryne has always 
strenuously denied the charge, 
claiming he was a patsy, set

up by the real killers. 

Mr Cryne, who is formerly of 
Manchester and is now living 
permanently in Thailand, has a 


British chief constable’s com¬ 
mendation and 157 citations for 
lifesaving, it is claimed, and has 
also appeared in the Guinness 
Book of Records for completing 
a 24-hour underwater swim and 
swimming underwater from 
Scotland to Ireland. 

After being injured in a diving 
accident he retired to Thailand 
with a disability award. 

He had to resort to begging 
from friends and doing odd jobs 
as he was unable to return to 
UK to draw a disablement pen¬ 
sion. 

Mr Cryne has worked in the 
Middle East and Australia dur¬ 
ing the course of his varied ca¬ 
reer.

A careful plot to keep 
the cops off the trail 


‘Ruthless’ husband had 


his wife killed for money

By diligently and painstak¬ 
ingly unravelling a chain of 
events, detectives uncov¬ 
ered Graham Birchwood’s 
murderous plan, despite de¬ 
termined efforts on his part 
to throw them off the trail. 

Initially officers were 
faced with the body of 
Sharon Birchwood in her 
own home, with no sign of 
forced entry, no property 
stolen, no sign of property 
being ransacked or of a 
struggle. 

Apart from Sharon, the 
only person known to have 
a key to the bungalow was 
Birchwood. 

Such was the speed of the 
attack on her, she was still 
clutching a postage stamp 
in her hand she had torn off 
an envelope. 

During the last afternoon 
Sharon was seen alive, 
Birchwood went to a public 
place where he knew he 
would be recorded on CCTV, 
and also withdrew cash 
from a cashpoint there, 
thus distancing himself 
from the murder scene. 

He remained in the Epsom 

Tributes for 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Maria Woodall, who lead the 
inquiry, said: “Sharon Birch¬ 
wood had no known enemies. 

She lived a quiet, harmless, 
ordinary life, burdened by ill 
health and living in rather 
poor conditions with little so¬ 
cial life. 

“She was totally betrayed by 
the greed of the man she had 
married and been devoted to 
for 30 years. 

“I must praise the officers be¬ 
cause this conviction reflects 
their determination to get at 
the truth in a case where ini¬ 
tially there was no obvious 
motive or any obvious clues as 
to the offender. 

“The investigation was ex¬ 
tremely thorough, looking at

A seemingly quiet village 
was shaken at the end of 2007, 
when reclusive Sharon Birch¬ 
wood was violently murdered 
for her money. 

Sharon, 52, married her 
killer Graham Birchwood, 55, 
in 1977, and bought the bunga¬ 
low where she was found dead, 
on Harriott’s Lane, Ashtead, in 
1981. 

They then divorced in 1989, 
but she continued living in the 
couple’s former house and 
kept up a pretence to family 
and friends that they were still 
married. 

Birchwood visited her regu¬ 
larly and kept business docu¬ 
ments at her place, even 
though following the divorce 
he married his secretary, 
Catherine Kang, and had two 
children with her. 

According to Sharon’s family, 
she “doted” on her ex- 
husband, loved him “uncondi¬ 
tionally” called him her “soul¬ 
mate” and might have agreed 
on the divorce because it could 
be financially beneficial for 
them. 

She also made him the sole 
beneficiary of her will. 

After divorcing Sharon, 
Birchwood engaged in various 
business enterprises in Thai¬ 
land with little success, becom¬ 
ing heavily in debt, but still 
regularly visited Bangkok. 

By 2007, Birchwood’s second 
marriage ended and he moved 
into his mother’s house in 
Banstead. 

His financial circumstances 
were dire, as he had loans 
and debts amounting to more 
than £150,000, and his only 
income was state benefits. 

He was struggling to pay the 
mortgage on a flat in Stevens 


Close, Epsom, where his father 
was living. 

If a repossession order was 
enforced, it would have result¬ 
ed in him losing the flat and 
making his father homeless. 

According to Surrey Police, 
Birchwood had not worked for 
a very long time, was threat¬ 
ened with bankruptcy and he 
thought his only hope was to 
find enough money to clear his 
debts and start over again. 

He is believed to have hired a 
hitman to kill Mrs Birchwood, 
and the plot was described by 
the investigating officer in the 
case, DCI Maria Woodall, as 
“ruthless” and the decision to 
kill her “callous”. 

In December 2007, Sharon 
was found bound and gagged 
with parcel tape and electrical 
wire. She had been strangled. 


A month after her murder, 
the local community showed 
unprecedented support for the 
police. 

More than 140 Ashtead Resi¬ 
dents’ Association road stew¬ 
ards took to the streets to 
help track down her killer by 
delivering leaflets with Mrs 
Birchwood’s picture, calling 
for information. 

DNA from Birchwood’s busi¬ 
ness associate Paul Cryne, who 
is currently in Thailand, was 
found at the scene. 

Police are now seeking to 
extradite him in connection 
with the case. 

In the 15 to 20 years before 
her death, Mrs Birchwood had 
stopped working after falling 
ill with myalgic encephalopa¬ 
thy. 

Before that she had had a 


number of jobs, including 
working for Cancer Research 
and for local councils. 

She was able to go out shop¬ 
ping regularly in Ashtead and 
Leatherhead using local buses 
and trains, and became quite 
well known in the area, where 
she was often spotted walking 
with a stick. 

The body of Mrs Birchwood 
was laid to rest in woodland 
near Guildford in January 
2008. 

She had planned her own 
funeral some time before she 
died. 

Birchwood’s father, Colin, 
who has consistently protested 
his son’s innocence, refused to 
comment.

Swapping pets 
for squaddies 


Walking the line of enemy fire

A bout three kilometres 
north of Musa Qal’eh 
district centre (DC) is 
Patrol Base (PB) Woqab. 

The dusty and isolated PB is 
just 250 metres from the for¬ 
ward line of enemy troops and 
through the Sanger (defensive 
observation post) binoculars 
you can see the compound 
where Taliban forces are be¬ 
lieved to hide their weapons 
and ammunition. 

In daylight, patrols very 
rarely venture as far as the 
line of trees that mark off the 
enemy position, and in dark¬ 
ness they cautiously creep as 
close as they can for fear of 
sparking an unnecessary en¬ 
gagement, certain to draw 
enemy fire. 

I joined B company from the 
Royal Regiment of Fusiliers 
on the 3km foot patrol back to 
what the young men had come 
to call “home”. 

We set off from Musa Qal’eh 
just before dusk and made our 
way through the bazaar situat¬ 
ed less than 50 metres away 
from the DC. The bazaar, al¬ 
most certainly containing Tal¬ 
iban forces, is a small market 
with roller shutters sectioning 
off the different stalls and is a 
haven for suicide bombers. 

As the men of B company 
made their way cautiously 
through it, I was given a re¬ 
minder of why everyone was 
on edge. 

As we snaked through the 
area, saying hello to the locals 
as we went by, a motorcycle 
revved its engine and immedi¬ 
ately put the company on 


edge. In front of me, 28-year- 
old Lieutenant James Piper 
immediately swung around to 
see where the noise had come 
from. 

Lt Piper said: “You just have 
to be careful when walking 
through the bazaar. Although 
they tend not to place IEDs 
here, because of the locals, it 
has been known for suicide 
bombers to roar up on bikes.” 

As we set off, I watched the 
heavily armed men I was trav¬ 
elling with, carrying their day 
sacks, ammunition, weapons 
and a host of other kit, I re¬ 
alised that while police offi¬ 
cers and firemen constantly 
moan about how much they 
get paid, no amount of money 
would ever be enough for the 
job these men do. 


On a daily basis they put 
their lives on the line. 

As we made our way out of 
the bazaar we found ourselves 
among the local people, their 
compounds and the freshly 
harvested fields they work in 
from dusk till dawn. 

The Afghans looked on, 
some in amazement, some 
with contempt, but some sim¬ 
ply with curiosity as the 30- 
man patrol worked its way 
back home. 

The children, playing con¬ 
tentedly with makeshift kites 
and stones, rushed to the sol¬ 
diers asking for chocolate. 

Making our way around the 
desert compounds, after an 
hour or two we finally round¬ 
ed a corner littered with mari¬ 
juana plants and I got my first 


glimpse of PB Woqab. 

The small and isolated PB, 
carved out of the middle of a 
former Taliban compound, 
was bordered on one side by a 
canal that the hot and sweaty 
men took every opportunity to 
throw themselves into. 

Their comrades, those that 
had remained in the base, 
laughed and joked with the 
men that had returned. 

They felt more at ease here 
than the DC and Camp Bas¬ 
tion which they called slipper 
city because of its Pizza Hut, 
fresh food and amenities 
which they likened to Butlin’s. 

I was brought over a 24-hour 
ration pack which the men 
lived off and invited to sit 
down and “scoff” with Corpo¬ 
ral “Windy” Miller. 


I awoke in the morning and 
made my way up to the Sanger 
where 19-year-old fusilier 
Scott Clarke was on stag. 

We sat and watched over the 
position where Taliban sol¬ 
diers were believed to be hid¬ 
ing. 

Suddenly we heard two loud 
pops which we later found out 
were mortars being fired in 
the direction of the DC. 

Although I only spent a day 
with the lads from B Company 
I was welcomed into their cir¬ 
cle. The gallows humour, a fa¬ 
mous trait of the British 
Army, had not been lost here. 

They are true heroes - every 
one of them.

Corporal Sandra Jordan is a nurse 
in the Camp Bastion field hospital. 

The 31-year-old former veteri¬ 
nary nurse gave up treating ani¬ 
mals and swapped it for treating 
wounded soldiers. 

Before her stint in Afghanistan 
the nurse worked at a veterinary 
surgery in South Croydon treating 
injured pets. 

Cpl Jordan said: “You can’t real¬ 
ly compare life out here to life 
back home. Work is constant, you 
are always on call, and you don’t 
really have to worry about what 
you are going to do on an evening. 

“It’s more about team work.” 



Each day brings something dif¬ 
ferent for Cpl Jordan, whether it 
be gun shot wounds, blast injuries 
or a simply case of heat stroke. 

Although she is able to detach 
herself from the sometimes horrif¬ 
ic injuries she is presented with, it 
is when she sees soldiers in the 
prime of their fitness flying home 
to perhaps a year of surgery and 
physiotherapy she gets upset. 

Cpl Jordan said: “I end up get¬ 
ting really upset when I see guys 
walking around the base laughing 
and chatting and it suddenly 
dawns on me they may be the next 
people through the doors.”

Sense of humour not lost 


Headley Court is the Army’s 
main medical centre for the 
recuperation of injured ser¬ 
vice personnel. 

Corporal Grant Hutton 
worked at the centre in 
Epsom before being posted to 
the hospital in Camp Bas¬ 
tion, Afghanistan. 

The 28-year-old nurse, orig¬ 
inally from Aldershot, 
joined the army after doing a 
business course at college 
and discovering he wanted to 
do something different with 
his life. 

Without wanting to run 
around the desert all day fir¬ 
ing weapons, he decided to 
sign up as a nurse and went 
to Selly Oak Hospital in 
Birmingham for three years 
to retrain. 

Corporal Hutton said: “It is 
certainly easier working 
here than at the NHS, al¬ 
though we deal with a lot 
more serious injuries. 

“ The ones brought in after 
improvised explosive attacks 
are often pretty shaken.” 

Cpl Hutton was treating a 
Lance Corporal from the 38 
engineer regiment who had 
been shot in the arm carry¬ 
ing an urgent message from 
his section commander to his 
troop commander. 

He came under fire from a 
Taliban solider who was 
quickly located by other 
members of his squad. 

Sadly L Cpl Taylor’s regi¬ 


ment was already rocked by 
the deaths of two of his col¬ 
leagues in Northern Ireland 
after Loyalist forces there 
gunned them down. 

L Cpl James Taylor, 24, 
said: “I was shot in the arm 
on an operation to destroy 
opium factories in the north. 

“We were providing sup¬ 
port for some other coalition 
troops when I got hit.” 

As the medical emergency 
response team flew in to pick 
him up, the chopper started 
taking fire and L Cpl Taylor 
was rushed on board and 
flown back to the Camp Bas¬ 
tion hospital. 

He said: “I’m being sent 
back to England tomorrow, 
back to my unit, so I can con¬ 
tinue operations on my arm 
in the UK. 

“It’s hard having to leave 
my pals.” 

The motorcycle enthusiast 
then joked: “Looks like I 
won’t be getting back on my 
bike any time soon, the sur¬ 
geon told me I’ve lost about 
four inches on my right 
arm.” 

The humour, indicative of 
the situation these men find 
themselves in and their ca¬ 
maraderie is something the 
nurses expect to hear and as 
I left Corporal Taylor, the 
steady flow of visitors from 
his unit resumed.

D Day soldier seeks 
forgotten airfield 


A soldier who helped build a 
strategic airfield near Caen 
during the D Day landings said 
his regiment’s contribution to 
the historic moment has been 
forgotten in history. 

Lindsey Jones, 85, from 
Ewell, helped build an airfield 
near Caen which was vital to 
landing heavy duty tanks in 
France to help push out the 
Germans. 

However, he has not been able 
to find any record of their 
heroic efforts. 

He was just 16 when the war 
broke out and immediately 
went to Brighton to join the 
army 

By the time of the D Day 
landings he found himself in 
the Royal Engineers. 

Their mission, on June 6, 
1944, was to construct an air¬ 
field near Caen so planes carry¬ 
ing military tanks could land 
and roll out the vehicles to help 
in the fight against the Ger¬ 
mans. 

Before they set sail from Eng¬ 
land, Mr Jones and his regi¬ 
ment had to travel down to 
Guildford to fetch specially 
modified trucks which would 
carry all the equipment they 
needed to build the airfield. 

He said: “We fetched the 
trucks and took them down to a

“I was sitting in the driving 
seat of the truck, when they 
gave the order I put it in first 
gear, put my foot down and 
didn’t stop until I got onto dry 
land. 

“We went into the water as a 
column of trucks with three in 
a column. 

“We were lucky there was fire 
from the warships to cover us.” 

Mr Jones and his platoon 
drove to fields a couple of miles 
away from Caen and began to 
put the airfield together. 

“There were acres of beauti¬ 
ful, golden corn as far as the 
eye could see all ready to be 
harvested. 

“I think that farmer must 
have cried when he saw us driv¬ 
ing over it, we flattened the 
lot.” 


Once there the troops worked 
fours hours on, four hours off 
for the next four days to get the 
airfield ready so the planes 
could land. 

“Working through the night 
was hard, we needed light to 
see by but whenever we turned 
one on we got fired at by the 
Germans.” 

“When you are young you can 
do anything,” he said. 

As soon as the airfield was 
finished planes began to land 
within a matter of hours, un¬ 
loading their precious cargo, 
much-needed tanks and 
weapons to help the push. 

Mr Jones has never seen any 
record of his regiment’s 
achievement. 

He said: “I went over to 
France a couple of years ago. 
No one mentioned the road and 
I couldn’t find it. 

“I would love to have to gone 
over to France for the latest 
memorial but my wife is not 
well and I can’t leave her. 

“I rang up the Imperial War 
Museum and they said I could 
come and look through the 
records but there were thou¬ 
sands of them. 

“I am too old now.”

Running for his sick girl

Two years ago, businessman 
John Freeze was fighting for his 
life after suffering horrific in¬ 
juries when he was hit by a car. 

Now, after making a remark¬ 
able recovery, the brave 41-year- 
old is, against doctor’s orders, 
running the New York 
Marathon for his terminally 
ill daughter. 

Mr Freeze, from Epsom, is 
running the marathon for 
Chase on behalf of his 7-year- 
old daughter Lola, who has 
leukodystrophy and is not ex¬ 
pected to reach adulthood. 

Leukodystrophy is a rare de¬ 
generative disease that affects 
Lola’s speech, movement, vi¬ 
sion and hearing. 

Mr Freeze was hit by a car 
as he crossed the road just six 
days after running the 2007 
London Marathon, and medics 
said he was lucky to survive 
the collision. 

A rod runs through Mr 
Freeze’s knee all the way down 
to his ankle, effectively keeping 
his leg together. 

He is not meant to be doing 
any impact sport, but the poker 
club owner is determined to 
defy the odds by running in 
New York. 

He said: “You just have to get 
on with it and try and do the 
best you can.” 

Mr Freeze wants to raise 
£35,000 for Chase, a children’s 
hospice which offers a free 24- 
hour service to families with 
life-limited children.

so Mr Freeze and his wife 
Emma can go out from time 
to time. 

“There are people in far more 
need than us, so I’m raising 
money so other people can use 
the facilities,” he said. 

“It’s about helping others, 
not ourselves.” 

Mr Freeze was in hospital 
for two months following the 
accident with a fractured skull, 
a chip in his neck, a smashed 
leg and suffered four brain 
haemorrhages. 

He said: “The doctors told me 
that if I wasn’t so fit from 


running the marathon I would 
have died.” 

The Freeze family, including 
12-year-old Jesca, will be head¬ 
ing to New York ahead of the 
November 1 run. 

Mr Freeze said: “My older 
daughter thinks it’s great that 
I’m running.” 

Mr Freeze has only just start¬ 
ed training but is finding it ar¬ 
duous, due to his leg injury 

“Before I used to do seven, 
eight and nine mile runs in 
an hour, but now I do six and a 
half miles in an hour and a 
half,” he said.

“The gentleman has appealed 
the notice and has made a fur¬ 
ther complaint to the inspec¬ 
torate, which is currently 
being dealt with.”

Businessmen were in “a state 
of shock” after burglars ran¬ 
sacked plant equipment worth 
about £40,000 from a storage 
yard.

One Cheam tree surgeon 
said: “People have been walk¬ 
ing around in a state of shock. 

“This is their livelihoods, 
this is what we depend on for a 
living. 

“I have had to cancel some 
jobs today and I am in the pro¬ 
cess of buying more equip¬ 
ment, but it’s just appalling, 
people are devastated.” 


He added: “This was a violent 
attack.” 

The owner of the farm, who 
did not want to be named, said 
the break-in was “deplorable”.

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eBay user avoids jail 
for selling fake Nikes 


A swindler who profited by thou¬ 
sands of pounds selling fake Nike 
Air Max trainers on eBay has 
narrowly escaped a jail term. 

Daniel Davison, 31, of Browning 
Avenue, Worcester Park, admit¬ 
ted importing the 200 fake train¬ 
ers from China and then selling 
them to unsuspecting customers 
on the internet auction site be¬ 
tween February and May 2008. 

A further 15 pairs of trainers 
were seized during a police raid 
on his home. 

He was given a seven-month 
suspended jail sentence and or¬ 
dered to complete 200 hours of 
unpaid work after appearing be¬ 
fore Croydon Crown Court on 29

May. He pleaded guilty to the pos¬ 
session and supply of the goods. 

An investigation by Sutton 
Council’s Trading Standards offi¬ 
cers found Davison had earned 
about £16,500 through selling 
goods on eBay from January 2007 
to June 2008. 

Sutton Council officers are now 
working to seize Davison’s illegal 
earnings through the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

Mandy Cherrington, Sutton 
Council’s head of business regu¬ 
lation, said: “The sale of fake 
items over the internet is a grow¬ 


ing problem. 

“This case demonstrates that 
police and council officers are 
adapting and using their skills to 
stop this illegal trading. 

“We hope this sentence acts as a 
deterrent to anyone who thinks 
they can profit from selling coun¬ 
terfeit goods online. 

“It should also serve as a warn¬ 
ing to criminals that if you make 
money from selling fake goods, 
we will go after your assets.” 

Davison pleaded guilty to two of¬ 
fences under section 92 of the 
Trade Marks Act 1994.

Drastic steps in women’s 
struggle for voting rights 


A hundred years ago this sum¬ 
mer, women Suffragettes in 
prison went on hunger strike 
to protest about their treat¬ 
ment in jail. 

In response the authorities, 
afraid of women dying in 
prison, decided to “force feed” 
them. So began a notorious se¬ 
quence of events associated 
with a Liberal government 
containing two of the greatest 
statesmen of last century, 
David Lloyd George and Win¬ 
ston Churchill. How did this 
terrible state of affairs come 
about? 


The political and social role 
of women in Victorian society 
was still stuck in the Dark 
Ages. Women had limited con¬ 
trol of personal property after 
marriage; they could not sue 
or testify in court; and they 
were not allowed to sue for di¬ 
vorce on the grounds of adul¬ 
tery. 

Women were slowly begin¬ 
ning to gain access to the pro¬ 
fessions by the end of the 19th 
century, but a bill to give 
women householders the vote 
was defeated in Parliament in 
1884. Without the right to vote, 


it was difficult to see how basic 
inequalities could be over¬ 
come. 

In response, Millicent 
Fawcett founded the Suffragist 
(NUWSS) movement in 1897 
and tried, through peaceful 
means, to gain recognition for 
women to have the vote. 

Progress was slow and, in 
1903, Emmeline Pankhurst 
founded the more militant Suf¬ 
fragette (WSPU) movement 
with the support of her daugh¬ 
ters Christabel and Sylvia. 

At first the Suffragettes (a de¬ 
risory description first given 
to them by the Daily Mail) 
were fairly peaceful. At a polit¬ 
ical meeting in Manchester in 
1905 attended by Churchill and 
Edward Grey (soon to be For¬ 
eign Secretary), Christabel 
Pankhurst and Annie Kenney 
asked whether or not a new 
Liberal government (there was 
an election due in 1906) would 
give women the vote. 

Both politicians refused to 
answer the question, so the 
two women began to heckle the 
speakers. Both were arrested 
for disturbing the peace and 
Christabel went on to spit at a 
policeman, thus getting 
charged for assault as well. 

Later in court, both refused 


to pay their fines, and were im¬ 
prisoned. While there they 
were treated as common crimi¬ 
nals rather than political pris¬ 
oners, which meant their time 
in prison was much harder. 

In response to this perceived 
injustice, the Suffragettes es¬ 
calated their actions, which as 
well as the usual demonstra¬ 
tions included new tactics. 

From 1905 until the outbreak 
of war in 1914, more than 
10,000 Suffragettes were sent to 
prison. As a protest to their 
treatment, women started to go 
on hunger strike. The govern¬ 
ment, worried the hunger 
strikers might die, ordered the 
forced feeding. 

Although some historians 
see this as nothing more than 
“extremely unpleasant”, it was 
a great deal worse than that. It 
was painful and the women felt 
violated and degraded. To 
quote one Suffragette: “I was 
held down while a nasal tube 
was inserted. It was 2yds 
long... the tube is pushed down 
to 20in. I am being pinned 
down by wardresses as a doc¬ 
tor holds a funnel and pours 
down a mixture of milk and 
eggs”.

Drama at the Derby 


Locally, the Suffragette 
movement is best known 
for the incident at the 
Epsom Derby in 1913. 

Emily Davison was a bril¬ 
liant scholar who gained a 
first class degree in English 
at London University. She 
proceeded to take a further 
course at Oxford. 

After teaching for a few 
years, she devoted herself 
full time to the WSPU 
movement. Up to 1913 she 
had been imprisoned nine 
times, been on hunger 
strike on three occasions 
and attempted suicide 
while in prison. 

In February 1913, Emily 
Davison and other Suf¬ 
fragettes attempted to blow 
up a bedroom in a new 
house being built for Lloyd 
George in Walton Heath. 

Mrs Pankhurst was ar¬ 
rested over this and was 
taken to the newly opened 
Leatherhead Police station. 

On the day of the Derby 
(Wednesday June 4), Emily 
Davison put herself on Tat- 
tenham Corner and at¬ 
tempted to bring down the 
King’s horse, Anmer. Film 
footage shows her trying to 
grab the reins of the horse, 
but she misjudged the 
horse’s speed (40 mph) and 
the horse fell on top of her, 
with hooves kicking into 
her head. She was taken to 
Epsom Cottage Hospital

where she died on Sunday, 
June 8. 

Two more elements to 
this story link it to the lo¬ 
cality. Mr Mansell-Moullin, 
an expert surgeon, volun¬ 
teered his services free to 
try and save Emily Davi¬ 
son’s life. (His own wife 
supported the Suffragette 
movement). Two genera¬ 
tions later his grandson at¬ 
tended St John’s School in 
Leatherhead. 

Secondly, the night Emily 
Davison died was also the 
same night a serious fire 
broke out at St John’s. The 
whole of the top floor of 
the main building was gut¬ 
ted. Although a pupil was 
ultimately found to be re¬ 
sponsible, letters written 
home at the time originally 
suspected the Suffragettes 
may have started it.

Recycling rubbish at a build¬ 
ing in Epsom has been piling 
up for months because the 
council cannot find the resi¬ 
dents’ wheelie bins. 

At least three bins full up 
with bottles of wine and sever¬ 
al boxes filled with cardboard 
were sitting in the designated 
rubbish recycling area of 
Prospect House, on Grove 
Close, because the Epsom and 
Ewell Borough Council collec¬ 
tion team cannot find them. 

Andrew McLean, 64, who 
lives in the building, had been 
calling the council ever since 
collection stopped sometime in 
January, to find out why his 
seemed to be the only building 
in the area missed by the

Mr McLean said: “They rang 
me before to say it had been 
collected after I complained, 
but I went to check it and it 
was still there.

An Epsom countryside organi¬ 
sation wants people to buy char¬ 
coal produced locally as the 
barbecue season approaches. 

The Lower Mole Countryside 
Management Project installed 
a charcoal kiln at the Warren, 
Langley Vale two weeks ago, 
bringing the number of kilns 
it operates in the Epsom area 
to three.

She said: “Set against the es¬ 
timated cost of re-billing 
across the county of an esti¬ 
mated £1.2 million, I do not be¬ 
lieve that the capping is in the 
interests of our residents, as 
one way or another, they are 
the ones who eventually have 
to pay. 

“The borough council works 
effectively with Surrey Police 
to reduce crime, maximising 
resources and impact 


where possible, and we are 
concerned that our partner¬ 
ship working will be damaged 
by reductions in police fund¬ 
ing. This is totally unaccept¬ 
able to the residents of 
this borough.” 

Surrey Police have said that 
if they are capped, they will 
need to cut another 50 key op¬ 
erational posts immediately, in 
addition to the 144 staff posts 
they have already accepted los¬ 
ing in an effort to meet this 
year’s budget figure. 

Councillor Steve Farrer, ex¬ 


ecutive member for enforce¬ 
ment, responsible for police li¬ 
aison, said: “The borough 
council invests substantially 
in community safety through 
our dedicated staff and our 
team of community wardens 
and, in particular, has recently 
funded a new CCTV system 
and control room in 
the borough. 

“However, we rely on the po¬ 
lice to deliver the core services 
and this will be threatened 
if Surrey continues to 
be penalised. 


“We are also concerned that 
the successful neighbourhood 
policing programme in the 
borough area may also be 
affected as a result of more 
funding cuts. 

“As a direct consequence of 
the proposed capping, there 
will be fewer police officers on 
the street, less safe communi¬ 
ties and fewer criminals 
brought to justice.”

Protect your skin from the sun 



Ice cream, smiley faces and sand- 
castles - life’s one big holiday 
when the sun shines. But there is 
one thing you should never take a 
vacation from when soaking up 
the rays and that’s a good SP, 
writes Lisa Haynes. 

More than 90 per cent of women 
in the UK are aware of sun dam¬ 
age, yet 70 per cent of us don’t use 
the right protection for our skin 
type, IPSOS research reveals, 
which leads to those tell-tale sun 
damage signs. 

Without an adequate SPF, or sun 
protection factor, we’re putting 
ourselves at the mercy of wrin¬ 
kles, patchy hyperpigmentation, 
age spots and, at worst, skin can¬ 
cer. Worringly, cases of skin can¬ 
cer are set to treble by 2035 unless 
behaviour changes, according to 
The Cosmetic, Toiletry and Per¬ 
fumery Association (CTPA). 

If you’re uncertain about appli¬ 
cation and confused about which 
SPF you should be slathering on, 
then it’s time to shed some light. 

Fact or fiction? 

1) Organic sunscreens aren’t as 
safe as standard ones - fiction. 

“Organic UV filters can get a 
bad press because they are some¬ 
times called ‘chemical sunscreens’ 
but all cosmetic products are re¬ 
quired by law to be safe and sun¬ 
screens containing organic UV 
filters are no exception,’’says 
CTPA scientist Dr Chris Flower. 

2) Everybody needs SPF15 plus 
daily to protect against skin can¬ 
cer - fact. 

“If you have fair skin or have a 
family history of skin cancer I ad¬ 
vise using SPF15 with UVA protec¬ 
tion daily, going up to minimum 
SPF30 in sunny weather,” says 


dermatologist Dr Nick Lowe. 

“People with olive or darker 
skin don’t have the same risk 
of skin cancer so don’t need 
as much protection - an 
SPF15 is sufficient. But all 
skin types will age, so using a 
daily UVA/UVB screen pro¬ 
tects against premature 
wrinkling and pigmentation 
caused by year-round sun ex¬ 
posure.” 

3) You should always reap¬ 
ply sunscreen after swim¬ 
ming - fact. 

“No product is 100 per cent 
waterproof and so this is a 
term no longer used on sun¬ 
screens,” explains Mike 
Brown, Boots suncare scien¬ 
tific adviser. 

“Every product will eventu¬ 
ally need to be reapplied after 
swimming, some more than 
others. Conventional water- 
resistant products need to be 
reapplied immediately after 
swimming but the new gener¬ 
ation of extended wear prod¬ 
ucts are designed to last 
longer and allow a longer pe¬ 
riod of time before reapplication.” 

4) I only need to wear suncare 
when it’s actually sunny - fiction. 

“Even if exposure is limited to 
brief outdoor lunches or a 20- 
minute walk, cumulative expo¬ 
sure is enough to cause the signs 
of skin ageing,” warns Sally Pen- 
ford, education manager at The 
International Dermal Institute.

The Surrey Conuty Council elec¬ 
tions failed to produce any sur¬ 
prises as the Residents’ 
Association maintained its strong 
control of Epsom and Ewell. 

In total, five divisions were up 
for grabs as voters took to the polls 
on Thursday, June 4. 

In a week where all three major 
parties have been hit by the MP ex¬ 
penses scandal, it was unlikely 
any would impact on the populari¬ 
ty of the independents and so it 
proved. 

In the North division Eber King- 
ton trounced his rivals with a ma¬ 
jority of just under 2,000 votes. 

The story was similar in the 
North East division with David 
Wood winning with a majority of 
about 1,5000. 

In the West division Stephen 
Pontin, of the Conservative Party, 
ran Jan Mason, of the West Ewell 
and Ruxley Residents’ Associa¬ 
tion, close but fell short by just 
over 400 votes. 

But the drama was in the South 
East where Chirs Frost of the Resi¬ 
dents’ Association narrowly edged 
past Tina Mountain of the Conser¬ 
vative Party by a mere 76 votes. 

The South West division saw the 
only non-Residents’ Association 
councillor returned, with Colin 
Taylor of the Liberal Democrats 
winning the seat with 1,671 votes. 

Turnout for the election was gen¬ 
erally low, with the lowest in the 
west with a turnout of 34 per cent. 
The south-east saw the highest 
turnout with 47 per cent coming to 
vote. 

In Leatherhead & Fetcham east 


division, where there was a 
turnout of 41 per cent, Tim Hall of 
the Conservatives was elected 
county councillor after getting 
2,425 votes, 350 more than nearest 
rival Dave Howarth. 

Ashtead division enjoyed a 
much higher turnout, with 51 per 
cent of the division casting their 


vote on Thursday. 

Independent candidate Christo¬ 
pher Townsend claimed the prize 
of county councillor with 2,645 
votes. His nearest competitor was 
Tim Ashton of the Conservatives 
with 2,082 votes.

The highly revered concert 
pianist Jill Crossland will be 
performing at Carshalton Arts 
Centre, in All Saints’ Church, 
on June 13. 

This year marks a double 
anniversary in the classical 
music world. It is 250 years 

since Handel’s death and _ 

200 years since 
Mendelssohn’s birth. 

Crossland’s recital 
honours both these 
events alongside her 
critically acclaimed in¬ 
terpretation of Bach’s 
fugues. 

At a young age, Cross¬ 
land performed the com 
plete cycle of Bach’s 48 
Preludes And Fugues 
from memory, going on 
to win many awards. She also 
recorded Bach’s Goldberg 
Variations, which reached the 
classical music charts. 

“I have always been drawn to 
Bach intellectually, spiritually 
and emotionally It completely 
satisfies me,” said Crossland. 

“It was my father who 
particularly encouraged me to 
play Bach from an early age 
because of his love for the 
music. 

“I like to think I have some 
affinity to his writing. I get a 
positive response from it.” 

This is a modest statement for, 
according to authorities in the 
classical world, her interpreta¬ 
tions are described as the finest 
in recent years. The appeal lies 
with her emphasis on the lyri¬ 
cal expression of Bach’s work 
rather than the harsh severity 
that can be associated. 

“His music was originally 
written for the organ. Playing 
it on the piano brings out the 
lyrical elements, a purer tone. I 
think Bach would have 
approved,” adds Crossland. 

“I did a concert in Palmers 
Green and a couple invited me 
home for a cup of tea and 
asked me to play their 
harpsichord, which was a 
great experience and again 
altered the sound and 
interpretation.” 

The ancient All Saints’ 
Church provides a wonderful 
setting for Crossland’s recital. 

“I think concerts work 
beautifully in churches, they 
are very inspirational and 
have great acoustics,” said 
Crossland.

MIXED REPORTS 
ON HOUSE PRICES 


Two new reports emerged in the national press 
last week on the state of the housing market 
with one saying house prices fell again in April 
and the other saying there was a rise in May 


The first came from the Land Registry saying 
the average house price fell by 0.3 per cent in 
April. The good news to emerge was that the 
fall had been fairly static over the past couple 
of months. The other good news was that 



house prices in the capital rose by 1.4 per cent 
in April, taking the average house price in Lon¬ 
don to £302,411. The report was followed by an¬ 
other from the Nationwide building society 
saying prices rose by 1.2 per cent in May. 

Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s chief 
economist, said it was still too early 
to say if this might indicate an up¬ 
turn in the market. 

“In the current downturn, the combi¬ 
nation of rapidly rising unemploy¬ 
ment and tight access to credit 
implies that the last of the price de¬ 
clines has probably not been seen 
yet.” 

But whatever the national pundits 
predict, locally estate agents are re¬ 
porting more buyers coming back 
into the market and more sales being 
made. 

Susan Gandar, partner at Patrick 
Gardner & Co in Ashtead, said: “It 
appears that conflicting reports on 
the state of the property market 
seem to be the norm these days. How¬ 
ever locally, there is genuine evi¬ 
dence that we have seen a significant 
improvement over the last four 
months and we do not have any evi¬ 
dence of house prices falling any

Lettings 



Proposals to improve standards in lettings should address the 
rights of landlords as well as tenants, urge Leaders 


Recent proposals by the Government, in response 
to the Rugg Review which it commissioned last 
year to improve standards in the lettings industry, 
have been cautiously welcomed by Leaders, the 
UK's largest independently owned letting 
specialists. 

Says Leaders' managing director, Paul Weller: "As a 
company that has campaigned for the highest 
standards in the lettings industry throughout our 26 
year history, we fully support any proposals that will 
drive unscrupulous landlords and agents from the 
market. 

"However, we urge the Government to properly 
enforce the existing and any new regulations it 
introduces to crack down on bad practice. There are 
already a number of regulations in place which 
unscrupulous landlords and agents ignore with 
impunity; and this is what has given the industry a bad 
name." 

The Government's proposals include plans to introduce 
mandatory regulation for letting agents and a national 
register of landlords. Whilst Leaders have been calling 
for the formal regulation of letting agents for decades 
to drive out unscrupulous and unprofessional practice. 


they caution against over-regulation of the industry 
which could deter future investment by respectable 
landlords, while the bad landlords continue to flout 
existing and new regulation unabated. 

Says Paul: "The Private Rented Sector is now hugely 
important to UK housing and provides more than 2 
million homes in England. If private landlords were to 
pull out of the industry because they are worried about 
too much complex and costly legislation, there would 
be nothing to fill the gap. The Government therefore 
needs to do everything it can to encourage - not deter 
- investment by private landlords. 

"A key issue we would like the Government to address 
is the problems landlords face if a tenant fails to pay 
the rent, causes deliberate damage to, or refuses to 
leave the property at the end of the tenancy. Under 
current legislation, it takes from 10 to 12 weeks for a 
landlord to regain possession of their property, going 
through the proper court process. If you are paying a 
mortgage and receiving no rent, or if your tenant is 
deliberately causing damage to your property, that is a 
very long time to wait to get your property back and can 
cause landlords major problems. The Government's 
response to the Rugg Review includes plans to protect 
the tenant where a landlord's property is repossessed; 


but no thought appears to have been given to the fact 
the landlord's predicament may have been caused by 
the tenant not paying the rent. 

"There is currently some very worthwhile legislation in 
place to protect the rights and safety of tenants - such 
as Gas Safety, Houses in Multiple Occupation and the 
recently introduced Tenancy Deposit Scheme - which 
Leaders fully supports. However we believe the rights 
of landlords are less well protected and we would like 
to see this addressed too."

10 Essential Tips for New Landlords 


Becoming a landlord for the first time can be a daunting 
prospect. This month, the government has backed new calls 
for tighter regulation of the lettings industry with the 
Association of Residential Lettings Agents (ARLA) 
implementing a new licensing scheme to protect the 
interests of both landlords and tenants. 

Now is the time for new landlords to seek advice and 
understand how to protect themselves, the deposits of their 
tenants and ensure they understand their new 
responsibilities.

1. Safety first 

The Gas Safe Register™ is a new registration body appointed by the 
Health & Safety Executive to manage the gas safety register in 
Great Britain from 1 April 2009. It is a legal requirement for anyone 
carrying out domestic and commercial gas work to be registered 
and comply with the Gas Safety (Installation & Use) Regulations 
1998. 

Top tip: Ensure that the property has adequate fire detection 
equipment such as a smoke alarm and use a registered Gas Safe 
engineer to carry out any gas work on your property. 

2. Have realistic price expectations 

New landlords often naively believe that they can rent their property 
at the same value as their monthly mortgage repayments. This is 
risky as local property values could have increased or fallen 
significantly, causing your home to remain empty. Compare the local 
rental market online and seek the advice of an ARLA-registered 
letting agent who can advise on current demand and rental trends. 
Jo McGrail Gascoigne-Pees, said: "Setting an unrealistic rental price 
runs the risk of having an empty property. There's so much 
competition in the rental market that would-be tenants will go 
elsewhere. Landlords need advice and guidance from agents who 
understand the local market and current property demands to advise 
on the best rental price." 

3. Think green - think EPCs 

Since October 2008 it is a legal requirement for landlords to present 
Energy Performance Certificates (EPCs) to prospective tenants 
when they market their home. The rating and advice provided in 
EPC reports can help landlords reduce the running costs of their 
home and attract tenants keen to make the most of lower utility bills. 


Top tip: Each EPC is valid for 10 years and you can get tax relief on 
up to £1,500 spent on energy efficiency measures such as loft and 
floor insulation. You can obtain an EPC from a registered energy 
assessor, like Countrywide Energy Assessors who have a network 
of Chartered Surveyors helping residential and commercial landlords 
across the UK. 

4. Gain piece of mind with comprehensive insurance 

In trying economic times you should always remember that piece of 
mind comes with decent insurance cover. You should consider the 
following policy options: high-risk tenants, employer's liability, 
property owner's liability, malicious damage caused by tenants, loss 
of rent, and rent guarantee. 

5. Think of your tenants 

Think about the type of tenants you want to attract and who are 
likely to rent your home. Are they single professionals, students or 
families? Would your tenants expect a garden or a two car drive 
way? Consider the needs of your tenants before making alterations 
and furnishing the property. 

Top tip: Recent research from the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors suggests tenant demand is growing fastest for family 
homes, rather than flats. Have you got enough bathrooms or living 
accommodation and garden space for a growing family? 

6. The devil is in the detail 

Carefully consider your tenancy contract - do you want 6 months or 
12? How long do you plan to lease out your property and how much 
notice do you want to give tenants? Check your tenants' 
identification - are they who they say they are?

7. Protecting deposits
